“The plan of David Starr Jor- 
dan, president of^ Stanford Uni- 
versity, looking to the raising of 
the scholarship standard among 


student fraternities by having 
‘house mothers’ preside over each 
chapter house, and to limit mem- 
bership to men who have passed 
their examinations after a college 
term’s work satisfactorily com- 
pleted, will undoubtedly help at- 
tain the end sought by university 
authorities,” says the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer editoi^ally.

bixt so far her influence on scholar- 
ship has not been perceptible, and 
though her chapei'onage is at times 
desirable, a crowd of young men

“The difficulty with fraternity 
life is that it provides an atmos- 
phere hostile to study. 'As ac-, 
cepted and hereditary sixiial lead- 
ers the fraternities feel it incum- 
bent upon them to maintain their 
ancient prestige, and this inevit- 
ably consumes the study hours. As 
a result the professors’ score cards 
are none too flattering. 

“A real' trouble with fraternity 
life, however, lies in the direction 
of the keen competition and strug- 
gle every year for new members. 
On each campus aije from six to a 
dozen rival organizations and the’ 
battle for neophytes is on the mo- 
ment a pink-faced freshman steps 
over the campus line. The result 
is that some one often gets stung, 
and th<i fraternity is frequently 
the victim. ' / 

“While the quick-catch member 
hiay look very good to his would- 
be brothers, it is aftervrtirds found 
f that he is totally impregnable to 
'' the intricacies Of calculus, or can- 
not, for the worldj tell the name 
of her who threw cold water on 
the dome of Socrates. Conse- 
quently he leaves college like a 
ship in iho night and sometimes 
I the opening of a new term finds 
the house cat with no dne to 
feed it. 

“The only effective,, remedy is 
the one suggested by Dr. Jordjui, 
that no fraternity be allowed to 
I pick its members until the candi' 
dates shall have been iii college 
) for a year, or even half thi^t time, 


and that they shall in this time 
have maintained a satisfactory 
^holarship standing. Then, hav- 


ing acquired the habit of study, it 
is likely to stay with them and 
make the fraternity, which is the 
cynosure of student eyes, the in- 
fluence for scholarship and the 
upbuilding of character it should 
be.” 


A TYPICAL DIFFEKENCE. 

The difference between the col- 
lege of the east and the college of 
the west is in no way more Strik- 
ingly illustrated than in ^the col- 
lege papers from the two 'sections 
of the country. In the Nebraskan 
office the papers from all parts of 
the country are received and it is 
almost possible to tell by the na- 
ture of the paper from what sec- 
tion of the country it conies. 

The papers of the oldest and 
best known colleges are small 
sheets that are in their nature but 
little more than bulletins. The 
news consists simply of stereo- 
typed announcements written in 
stereotyped form. The western 
papers as a rule are much larger 
and an attempt is made along the 
line of progressive journalism. In 
fact, some of the western colleges 
are able to support daily papers 
as large as the average newspaper 
of the small town. This is nota- 
bly the case at the University of 
Illinois, where the students are 
giving every day an eight-jiage. 
five-column paper. 

This radicaL difference in col- 
lege journalism cannot spring 
from a lack^f enterprise in the 
east, but it must rather spring 
from the different viewpoint in 
the two sections, which is evident 


not only in this line but in all 
other activities. The east is not 
any longer a new country, it no 
longer feels the enthusiasm and 
push that comes as a natural part j / 
of the work of opening up a new I / 
territory ; its methods have become ■ 
fixed anci there is not so great a 
demand for initiative and there- 
fore so little of it is seesn. ^ 

The colleges "Sf the west are 
typical of the west. One often 
hears it skid thkt tlie western stu- i 
dent should go east to school, that 
a breadth of view is obtained in 
this way.^ It is undoubtedly true 
that ^he' western , man gams a , 
breadth of view. But at the same 
time that he does this he loses the 
things thatimake the western man 
distinctive; the enthusiasm and' 
the push that have become Charac- * 
teristic of the west. The western 
colleges have not got the reputa- 
tion that long years of successful 
activity have given to the great 
activities of me east, but they 
have got brains, they have got 
money, and best, of all they have 
got good, unbounded enthusiasm 
in the future. — Tlie Daily Nebras- 
kan. ^
